Scenes as the Cruiser Dropped 
Anehor Off St. Lonis. 


THERE NEVER WAS SUCH A DIN. 


SOMBS AND GUNS,WHISTLES AND 
HORNS, GAVE WELCOME. 


Cruiser Moored Opposite the Foot of 
Market Street and Near the 
Illinois Shore—Incidents 
of the Arrival. 


The cruiser Nashville, Commander 
Washburn Maynard, dropped ancnor 
off St. Louis at 12:50 o’clock Wednes- 
Gay afternoon. 

Amid the noise of guns, the shrill shriek 
of whistles. the screaming of horns, the 
ringing @f bells and the shouts of over 100,- 
000 people, the Nashville moved slowly up 
to the city and paused gracefully while 
her anchor was dropped. The fighting 
cruiser—whose course had been watched 
here daily since April 16—had at last reach- 
ed St. Louis, the head of deep water navi- 
gation, and right royally the people gave 
her welcome.

THRILLING RECEPTION SCENES.

From Jefferson Barracks to the Bridge 
Thousands Shouted, Flags Waved 
and Guns Bélched the City’s 
Hearty Welcome. 


ON BOARD WU. 8S. S. NASHVILLE, 8T. 
LOUIS. May 10.—The anchor has dropped 
into the murky waters and the warship 
rides easily in the harbor of St. Louis at 
the end of her record-breaking cruise up 
the Mississippi. 

The officers are cheerily gay, the crew 
jubilant. THe feat has been accomplished 
which so many said could not, and which 
many tried to prevent. 

Your naval officer accomplishes what he 
sete ot to do if tt Hes within human power. 

Thus the epauleted fighters of the 
Nashville brought her to St. Louis despite 
low water and warnings, and they are 
proud of a duty accomplished, a difficult

The Nashville's officers would. gladly stay 
with us until peremptory orders bid them 
take the ship back to the sea. 

Two miles below Jefferson Barracks the 
lookouts on the Nashville’s bridge sighted 
the smokestacks of the welcoming fleet 
rounding tHe point above the Barracks 
landing. The warship and the river boats 
Steamed towards each other. Waving flags 
and crowds of people on the decks of the 
steamboats could be made out. Puffs and 
continuous clouds of steam arose from thle 
pilot houses before ears on the Nashville 
caught the tooting of whistles. 

The City of Providence steamed ahead of 
the others and slowed down to float past 
the warship. Her decks were crowded with 
cheering people. She floated past within 
easy hail, but no hail could have been heard 
in the din. The jackies waved blue caps 
and kerchiefs. The officers on the bridge 
and aft waved gold-bound caps. The steam- 
boat’s passengers cheered wildly, enthus- 
jastically. When the warship had passed 
the Providence the latter turned gracefully 
and steamed in behind the Grapevine, which 
was in tow of the Nashville.

HARBOR BOAT WITH OFFICALS 
ON BOARD WAS THERE. 


A Beautiful Sight as the White Cruiser 
Steamed Around the Point and 
Commenced Firing Her 
Brass Pieces.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS, Mo., May 10.— 
The Nashville passed the Barracks at 11:30 
o'clock Wednesday morning. There were 
several thousand persons on the bluff 
awaiting her arrival and cheer after cheer 
greeted her as her guns responded to the 
Salute fired by the direction of Capt. Weod- 
bury of the Sixteenth Infantry. comman- 
dant of the post. 

It was a busy morning at the Barracks. 
G and K Companies of the Third Cavalry, 
commanded by Capts. Hardee and Hunter, 
respectively, left at 7 o’clock for St. Louls, 
to take part In the welcome to be exten led 
to Capt. Maynard and the officers and 
men on the Nashville. The Sixteenth In- 
fantry remained and officers and. men and 
their families assembled on the grass-grown 
bluff to await the coming of ihe ship. 

It was a pretty sight. The clothes, re- 
Heved by t white stripes of the eoldiers, 
contrasted charmingly with the green of 
the grass and trees. The cain had made 
everything sweet and clean and nature 
seemed to be putting forth her best efforts 
to appear well-dressed. Here and there a 
woman in gay attire gave the touch of red 
or yelliw, and a civilian in somber black 
fave the necessary touches to complere the 
color scheme. 

Flags there were itn abundance and patri- 
otic sentiments were heard nearly as often 
as they were last spring, when the Nash- 
ville fired the first shot of the war at 
Spain. At 10:15 o’clock the harbor boat, 
City of St. ‘Louis, hove in sight. She 
dropped down the river 100 yarde below the 
Barracks landing, then. turned: and ran in 
toward the shore.

The river craft swarmed about here when 
thidig anchor splashed in the murky water 
and the warship lay at rest at the end of 
‘her long, tedious and record-breaking river 
cruise. The impression seemed to prevail 
that all persons would be allowed to board 
the Nashville immediately. This was 
heightened by the lowering of the com- 
panion ladders, but Capt. Maynard had or- 
dered that no one be allowed to board the 
ship Wednesday, except the Reception 
Committee. 


The harbor boat with the committee came 
alongside @ehortiy after 1 o'clock.

Several hundred persons from the city and 
all the residents of the Barracks were on 
the bluffs waiting for the ship. 


The St. Louis harbor boat bearing the

Nashville left the wharf at the foot of 
Washington avenue sharply at $:20 o’clock 


Wednesday mcrning. She fired a salute ot 
three guns as she swung out Into the river. 
The Mayor, members of the City Council, 
House of Delegates and various city offi- 
cials were cn board, : 
Gov. Stephens wired ‘his regrets, as did 
other State officials and members of the 


Legislature. 

Just before the start Chairman Kennett 
said. 

“We expect to meet the Nashville at a 
point directly below Jefferson Barracks, 
probably at Quarantine Station.

The Post-Dispatch gave its own welcome 
to the Nashville, and !t was a noisy as well 
as an appropriate oné. It was one that 
Pleased the men of the Nashville, too. 

The Post-Dispatch chartered the steam 
yacht La Tosca, decorated ‘her with flags 
and streamer 14 feet long, red and white 
striped, with the words “‘Post-Dispatch”’ in 
blue letters. The little yacht is a beauty, 
and, outside of the Nashville, attracted 
more attention than any craft on the river. 
She steamed out from the foot of Kraus 
street at 11 o’clock, headed down stream. 
On board were the captain, the engineer, 
the pilot and a full crew, with Mrs, Will-

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 10.—The Senate stands in the way of just 
taxation in Missouri. Never has the lobby had a firmer grasp on the legislative 
machinery of the State than it now has in its purpose to prevent the passage of a 


franchise tax bill. ve 
Public sentiment. which,is being crystallized throughout the State by publicity 


such as given by the Post-Dispatch, may overthrow the combination now supreme 
at the Capitol. But the outlook now is not cheering, despite the fact that a fran- 
chise tax bill would put into the State Treasury $1,000,000 each year, and re- 


lieve the overtaxed farmer of a part of his heavy burden. ; 
Of the 25 Democratic members of the Senate 13 are supposed to be in favor 


of a franchise tax, but the final vote will decide where they stand. — 
The balance of the Democrats are either actually against taxation of public 


franchises or decline to exert themselves in its favor. 
The Republicans are all against it, with the possible exception of Busche, who 


may be placed in the doubtful list. cae 
One hope now is in the House, which, if it fails to induce the Senate to obey 


the people, will at least force the members of that body to go on record so that 
their constituents will know just who have done the lobby’s bidding. 


before adjournment last evening and in- 
troduced the .revised revenue ‘bill—in its 
original form. They will amend it by add- 
ing a franchise tax law and will then pass 
it over to the Senate. That will put the 
Senate again on record on the question of 
1taxing franchises. 

St. Louis Republican Senators are very 
elusive concerning the franchise portion of 
the bill. Senators Schweickardt, Mott and 
Martin evaded a direct question as to how 
they stood. They pleaded they didn’t un- 
derstand the billin amended form. Senator 
Busche said he favored taxing franchises, 
but would not say how he would vote 
on this bill. Senator Rollins made a re- 
markable statement yesterday concerning 
the matter. 

“The big fellows in the Senate are the | 
people that ought to be gone after,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The Nesbit election bill is in com- 
mittee, and the Democratic ring knows we 
Republicans fear that more than anything 
else. They simply came at us with a cold 
threat. They tell us if we don’t vote with 
them on these corporation bills, they will 
bring the Nesbit bill out and pass it. And 
we have to submit, knowing they are get- 
ting the stuff and we are getting nothing.” 

Senator Rollins might have added that 
after the Democratic ring is. through 
using the Republicans to prevent cor- 
poration legislation, the Nesbit bill will 
be brought out of the committee and 
passed, leaving the Republicans in the 
cheerful position of the man who has held 
the bag. 

Senator Drabelle said this morning: “I 
am in favor of a good franchise bill, but I 
can’t say what I will do in regard to this | 
amended revenue bill, because I have not 
studied it. The Slate assessment features 
of the bill are repugnant to me. I have 
believed all along that the way to get 
a franchise bill was to go after the 
Judiciary Committee and compel it to re- 
port the bills before it. The friends of 
franchise one hurt their cause yes- 
terday by allowing the revenue bill to be 
loaded down with obnoxious amendments.”’ 


HAS SMOKED TOO MUCH. 


Now He Will Try to Boil the Poison 
Out of His System by Means 
of Hot Baths.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 10.—If a 
majority of the Senators were sincere on 
the franchise question the enactment of a 
law taxing such property would be a cer- 
tainty. The Senate, by its action yester- 
day afternoon, advanced to engrossment a 
franchise bill, but nobody at the capital 
has any idea that the Senate is any nearer 
the passage of such a measure than it was 
a week ago.

Senator Morton, the head and front and 
brains of the combination in the Senate 
which has controlled legislation in that 
body since the session began, says the re- 
vised revenue bill in its present shape, 
containing a franchise tax law and the 
most stringent features of the State assess- 
ment bill, is a magnificent measure. 

After the Senate adjourned yesterday 
evening he quite went into raptures over 
the beauties of the measure and the golden 
age into which Missouri will enter when it 
becomes a law. And what is stranger still, 
he told a friend that he would vote for 
the bill. 

“That is a fine bill now,’’ he said. ‘It 

‘placés a tax on all the franchises on the 
Gtate and reaches all] notes and other evi- 


dences of indebtedness in the State. It 
Wil bring miilions of dollars into the State 
treasury. It is a great bill. The only 
thing iacking is thac it does not contain 
an income tax provision.” 

“Will it pass, Senator?’’ was asked. 

“It was engrossed, wasn't it?’’ he replied, 
and that was as tar as he would go. He 
would not answer the question airectly. 

Senator Farris was asked whether the 
bili would pass. 

“Of course,’ he replied. ‘‘We will recon- 
sider its engrossment and put an income 
tax into it, and then it will be complete. 
We'll give them a revenue bill, if they 
want one.”

JOE MURPHY AT HOME, 


THE PRESIDING JUDGE TALKS OF 
SPORT OUT ON THE COAST. 


THE JOCKEYS AND THE HORSES. 


They Are Referred to as Well as the: 
St. Louis Meeting, Which He 
Says Will Be a Great One. 


Joe Murphy, presiding judge of the Fair 
Grounds, and who held that position at the 
California race tracks this winter, gave the 
Post-Dispatch a most interesting interview 
on Thursday. 

(Mr. Murphy ttalked about all sorts of 
sport on the coast, sized up the jockeys 
and hofses who appeared at the California 
tracks during the winter and talked of the 
prospects of the 8t. Louis race meeting. 
Said Mr. Murphy: 


“The racing season on the coast was satis- 
factory from nearly every standpoimt. Of 
course, Ingleside met disaster, but its 
troubles were not the result of a crusade 
against racing, but the steady grinding of 
some parties with an axe or twoo. Ingle- 
side is in the same county as San Francisco, 
and is under the control of the supervisors 
of that county. The Supreme Court de- 
cided some time ago that the supervisors 
had a right to pass any police regula- 
tions for the government of the county 
and they took advantage of this to put 
Ingleside out of business 

“Tom Williams managed a good deal more 
shrewdly when he built the Oakiand track. 
He had it incorporated as a _ township, 
which can be annexed to Oakland only by 
a majority of the voters. As all the voters 
are either employes of the track or trades- 

eople who are interested in its success it 

s safe to say that Oakland will never 
boast of owning the track. To show how 
strong the track is the President of the 
Town Beard is its superintendent, Racing 
is safe et Oakland until the State Legis- 
lature passes a law against it and that is 
one of the remotest of possibilities, 

“While the betting was not up to the 
standard of last year the shrinkage is 
easily accounted for. Last year was one 
of the most disastrous California has ex- 
perienced in a great while. California must 
have its winter rains, as scarcely @ drop 
of rain falls during the summer. A dry 
winter means no crops, and last year was 
a record breaker in «hat respect. 

“Just to show what rain means to the 
State I will give you an example: Tom 
Williams owns a patch of ground on the 
Sacramento River, which usually yields a 
crop worth $2,000. Last year they just 
about got seed from it. Tihis only shows 
what whe State, as a whole, lost. In one 
county of the State this winter every bank 
was in financial straits. A rain of a 
week’s duration fell and with the crops 
assured the banks were put beyond danger, 
This seems almost incredible, but it is so. 
Under the circumstances, it is but natural 
that racing should have suffered. 

’ is year California will have a tre- 
mendous crop and the racing next winter 
will profit by the general prosperity. 

“As for the racing itself, it was on the 
whole good. Briar Sweet and Ben Doran 
were the best of the aged division. The 
mare raced but once, while Ben Doran 
wrenched his shoulder just before the 
Burns Handicap and we never had a good 
2 ooo 54 to see how good he really was, 
W hat-er-Lou was in the very front rank of 
the older division and with any racing jluck 
would have won the Burns Handicap, even 
with his crushing impost of 121 pounds. 

‘““Hennessey was fairly outgeneraled by 
Spencer and made his run entirely too 
soon. Then he and Satsuma bumped to- 
yether in the stretch, and with all his bad 
uck he was beaten a scant half length. 
Satsuma and Buckwa showed high cass 
wh hae at times, but both are only grand old 
ruins, 

“The 3-year-olds were a hard-luck lot. 
First Tenor, a full brother to Counter Ten- 
or, showed to be about the best, but he 
bowed in both forelegs. When that had 
been overcome he tore away a part of his 
foot-on a stone and was thrown out of 
training. I think he easily ‘holds Corsine 
safe. hey met only once, and while First 
Tenor easily disposed of Corrigan’s colt, 
the latter was a maiden and had never 
been to the post before. While that was 
scarcely a fair test, I think First Tenor 
was much the better horse. Venturo, a 
high class colt, belonging to Rancho del 
Paso, went lame early in the season and 
Formero, next to First Tenor, the best in 
my opinion, threw a curb just when he was 
getting good. 

“‘Pat Dunne also has a nice colt in Sur- 
vivor. He has the advantage of being 
sound and is a game, true running horse. 

“Of the 2-year-olds, Golden Rule, a chest- 
nut ge by Imp. Golden Garter out of 
Lucille Murphy, easily held the others safe. 
He was beaten but twiee. Once he was 
"err dowble to let his stable companion, 

t. Anthony, win, and the other time he 
fell to his knees at the start, and then 
ran second to Kitty Kelly. With an equal 
break he could smother the filly. He is 
not an impressive horse to look at, but can 
nee weight and run over any kind of 

“Next to him the fillies were the best. 
Kitty Kelly, Sardine and Ella Boland were 
probably the best of them. Winyah, a 
filghty daughter of Hanover, showed good 
form at times, but ehe fell away badly at 
the finish. 

“Yellow Tail, Fred Foster’s $10,000 pur- 
chase, was a disappointment at first, but 
in his last race showed a lot of class. He 
was —s when Foster secured him and 
may yet retieem himself. He is a superbdD 
individual, with only one flaw to the eye.

He is a man in years and can ride at 98 
pounds. He is the son of a carpenter, and 
ran away from home to become a race 
rider. His ear) gine | was at Marcus 
Daly’s ranch, Fle jumped into great form 
on the Coast, and at one time last winter 
he had a greater following than any jockey 
there. At the and of the season he re- 
ceived three nasty falls. Whether they will 
injure his ability (remains to be seen. Devin 
gave great promise ay in the winter, 
‘but failed at the finish. e mav do better 

ere. 

“Thorpe and Piggott will ride here, as 
will H. Shields and Jenkins. The latter 
Showed surprising form at the finish and 
me yet develop Into a good rider. 

‘St. Louisans will like Piggott. He is 
one of those rough riders, willing to take 
a chance in a race, and his honesty has 
never been questioned. Bookmakers and 
pants alike have implicit confidence in him. 
t was curious during the winter to note 
the difference between Piggott's and Spen- 
cer’s styles of riding. The latter can sit stil] 
longer than any jockey I have ever seen. 
On a free running horse and over a dis- 
tance of ground I believe Spencer can out- 
ride any jockey im America. In a short 
dash and in big flelds Piggott or H. Mar- 
tin can smother either him or Tod Sloan. 

“We will get the pick of the California 
racing division. 

“Everybody on the coast predicts that 
St. Louis this year will have the most suc- 
cessful meeting in its history. Herman 
Hoffman, Joe Rose, Hughey Jones, Barney 
Schreiber and I think George Rose will be 
here to book. George Rose told me that he 
would not go to Chicago this year and will 
ohnny Coleman also

SAMOAN COMMISSION SHOULD 
ARRIVE WEDNESDAY. 


BADGER FLIES THREE FLAGS. 


When the Commissioners Land They 
Will Be in Full Contzol of 
the Island’s astairh 


WASHINGTON, May W.—The United 
States naval transport Badger, with the 
Samoan Commission aboard, will arrive at 
Apia, Samoa, to-day, and there jis much in- 
terest among officials in the important 
change of conditions which will be brought 
about ‘when the commission assumes charge 


of affairs. It will involve a practical sus- 
pension of the treaty of Berlin and the sys- 
tem of administration by which the islands 
have ‘been governed for the last ten years, 
and the temporary rule of the commission, 
with supreme executive and admunistra- 
tive authority. By arrangements made be- 
fore the Badger sailed she will enter the 
harbor of Apia with the flags of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany dis- 
played. The warships of the three coun- 
tries will fire the salute accorded to Min- 
isters, and there will be an exchange of 
calls between the naval commanders, the 
commission and the Consuis. ith these 
formalities over, the Consuls of the three 
governments, Herr Rose and Messrs. Maxse 
and Osborne, will suspend their functions, 
as all the authority heretofore exercised by 
the Consuls and other officials fur the 
time being will be in the hands of the joint 
commission. The same suspension of func- 
tions will occur as to Chief Justice Cham- 
bers and the President of the Municipal 
Council. 

Cable advice that all is quiet in Samoa 
gives renewed assurance tv officials that 
the ‘work of the commission will be pro- 
ductive of good results, as it will enable 
them to hegin their labors free from the 
excitement of open hostilities,

Both young men are in the lightweight 
class, are splendidly developed, and last 
night proved that they were fast fighters 
and hard hitters. Troy, more quick of 
foot and longer reach, was the aggressor 
from the call of time. The fight was made 
with soft gloves. 

Round 1.—seth men stepped smartly to 
the center of the ring and sparred cau- 
tiously for an opening. Troy led for 
Cooper's jaw, was countered and took a 
short one in the ribs. Led for body, fell 
short and received Cooper's left on face. 
Cooper put right in same place, and re- 
ceived light blows on body. Troy feinted 
for Cooper's wind and the Springfield lad 
retaliated with a stiff jab on the Mis- 
sourian’s mouth.

NEW YORK, May 10.—Russell Sage does 
not believe with Andrew Carnegie “that 
to die rich is to die disgraced.” He ex- 
pressed himself freely on these questions 
to a representative of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Sage will be 83 next August, and he 
proudly referred to the fact that he had 
been in business here for upward of ®& 
years and still found pleasure in it. 

In January he figured up his enormous 
holdings and found tbat the ambition of 
his life had been accomplished—to accumu- 
late $100,000,000. And yet there is no man 
in this city who works harder than Russell 
sage. 

“Mr. Sage,’ the reporter began, ‘‘Mr. 
Carnegie has said that he believes in de- 
veloping a dignified and unselfish life after 
60, and theretore has retired from business. 
Do you think a man should throw off his 
business cares at that or any other time 
in life if he has amassed a fortune?’ 

“No, sir, I do not,’”’ answered Mr, Sage 
without hesitation. 

‘“‘Have you any intention of retiring from 
business like Mr. Carnegie?” 

‘“‘Never had such an idea,”’ replied Mr. 
Sage. ‘No, sir; never, past or present. I 
intend to continue as long as I have the 
health to do so. I believe in work six days 
a week. 

“It is a mistake,’’ continued the financier, 
“for men possessing great properties to go 
out of business. They should hold on to 
ag] interests as a protection to the pub- 
ic.”” 

‘‘But many men believe that accumulated 
wealth such as you possess makes the poor 
man poorer.”’ 

“Not at all,” replied Mr. Sage. “Men 
who possess big interests are inspirations to 
the man struggling for wealth. They are 
monuments to point at. You can say to the 
ambitious man, ‘Look at Russell Sage! See 
what he did,’ and the ambitious man will 
Bay to himself, ‘Why can’t I do likewise?’ 

‘“‘Who are the greatest financiers to-day?’ 
asked Mr. Sage. 

The reporter ventured to say that the 
large majority had reached the three-score 
mark 

“Yes, sir,’’ said Mr. Sage. ‘They are 
over 70; yes, over 80, many of them.

CENTER SHOT AT CARNEGIE. 


London Paper Recalls the Homestead 
Strike and the Pinkertons. 
LONDON, May 10.—In the course of an 
editorial commenting upon the reported in- 
tention of Mr. Andrew Carnegie to retire 
from business, and, during his lifetime, to 
spend his millions for philanthropical pur- 
poses, the Chronicle to-day indulges in se- 
vere criticism of the alleged means by 
which Mr. Carnegie built up his fortune, 

and says: 

‘“‘We ail remember how the Homestead 
works were shut down for months because 
the men refused to have their wages low- 
ered, and how barbed wire fences charged 


with electricity were set up, the place for- 
tified, Pinkertons sent for and, finally, aft- 
er a state of war and siege the steel work- 
ers’ union was smashed to atoms and the 
millionaire’s works were filled with Poles 
and Hnugarians.’’ 


FAR RIGHER THAN KLONDIKE. 


Gold Discoveries at Point Nomeinax, 
Alaska, Said to Exceed Hereto- 
fore Made Anywhere. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—A getory 
is printed here regarding the new gold dis- 
coveries at Point Nomeinax, Alaska, which 
its advices declare to exceed in richness 
those of the Klondike. 

The strike is on the Snake River and its 
tribygaries, about 20 miles back from Cape 
N6me, and 120 miles from St. Michael—just 
outside the St. Michael Military Reserva- 
tion of the United States Government. The 
mines are all in American territory. Re- 

orts from miners on the ound say that 

t is only six feet to bed rock and the 
ground is alleged to pay from the eurface. 
A stampede from Dawson and St. Michael 
to the new gold field is predicted. 

Leon Sloss of the Alaska Commercial Co. 
points out the fact that these diggings 
seem to be in a well defined belt, which 
takes in the Klondike country, the Forty- 
Mile and Circle City mines, the Koyukuk 
strikes, and passes on through the Snake 
River region into Siberia. 

Rich finds are also reported on the Koyuk 
River, one of the northern tributaries of 
she Yukon. These are also on American 
soil.

Squier Claims to Have Done 
a “Friendly Act.” 


HAD NO INTENTION OF BRIBING. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S VEB- 
SION OF THE INCIDENT, 


Told the Standard Oil Emissary That 
No Sum Could Tempt or Swerve 
Him from His Plain 

Duty. . 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 10.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Monnett declined to say last night 
whether he looked upon Charlies B. 
Squier’s part in the alleged attempt to 
bribe him in the Standard Oil case as 4 
friendly act or not, but from his Dill of 
information in the Supreme Court he ev- 
idently determined to so treat it. 

In that bill he says that after Squier 
had laid the matter before him he made 4 
subsequent engagement with Squier at his 


office and then said to him: 

“If this is a friendly act to me, as lI 
believe it is, wish you would repeat 
what you have said to me _in the pres- 
ence of my assistant, Mr. Bennett. 

This was done, Monnett says further in 
his bill that “The Cleveland party” (Mr. 
Squier) came to his office on Jan, 2% and 
told him that two Standard Oil Company 
men had called upon him and inquired as 
to his relations with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Squier said he told them that these 
relations were very close. 

They then told him (Squier) how much 
they wanted to have the case against the 
company dropped. Monnett was ‘too —— 
active,” they said. If he could only be 
induced to let the case slip ovér this term 
that would be all they would ask. They 
‘finally got to naming sums that might 
be considered a_ sufficient inducement. 
They proposed first $100,000, but at Squier’s 
suggestion this was raised to $500,000 of 
which Squier suggested that he ought to 
have $100,000 for doing “the dirty work.” 

Monnett says that Squier iaid all this 
before him with the air of one who mere- 
ly wanted to inform his friend how bad- 
ly he thhad the Standard Oil people scared, 
and who had no idea that this sum or 
any other would have any effect upon 
Monnett. Monnett finally said according 
to his bill: 

“If this is all a friendly statement, you 
may say to them, when they next pro- 
pose the matter, if they do, that there is 
no inducement great enough to lead me to 
desist one whit from my official duty.”

TOLEDO, O., May 10.—Charles N, as- 
kell, mentioned Monday by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Monnett in connection with the al- 
leged attempt at bribery by the Of] Trust, 
denied indignantly that he had anything 
to do with the matter.

THE DIVORCE EVIL GROWS, 


Bishop Scarborough’s Address Before 
the Episcopal Diocese of New Jer- 
sey at Princeton. 3

PRINCETON, N. J., May 10.—The 115th 
convention of the Episcopal Diocese of New 
Jersey was held yesterday im Trinity 
Church, Princeton. The convention was 
attended by about 200 ministers and lay- 
men of the diocese, In his annual address 
Bishop Scarborough in his introductory re- 


marks referred to Princeton’s exalted po- 
sition in the educational world, the na- 
tion’s great victory and its bearing on the 
future, the duty of the nation and the 
church, and in conclusion dwelt at some 
length on the divorce question.

door against the remarriage of divorced 
persons under any amd all circumstantes. 
“Doubtless there will be cases of! real 
hardship by the enforcement of a lalw 80 
strict and unyielding. But there seems to 
be no middle ground, no room for com- 
promise. The public conscience needs to be 
imstructed as to the sanctity of the mar- 
riage vow.”’

Edward Theis of 3829 North Twenty-sec-

Station at Tenth and North Market 
Wednesday morning and surrendered him- 


self, claiming that he had _ killed his 
brother-in-law, John Moodeston. 
A few minutes later John Moodeston, 


with his wife, arrived at the station.

The sister and brother-in-law say that 
Theis has recently devoted himself to 
Christian Science literature and they think 
it unhinged his mind. 


REV. DR. BOYD ON THE TRUSTS. 


He Believes in Municipal Ownership 
as One Remedy. 

Rev. Dr. Boyd delivered a lecture before 

the Bellamy Club of Clifton Heights Mon- 

day night, and for over an hour held his 


arene in rapt attention by his wit and 
ogic. 

He began by asking if there was a social 
question for the American people to face. 
To show that there really was, he cited 
many facts and statistics in evidence, care- 
fully and clearly showing that not only 
was there such a question, but that it 
was the vig | of every citizen and Chris- 
tian to face it. 

The speaker said that the system of do- 
ing things on a large scale, the system 
of trusts, which gobbled up the smaller en- 
terprises, also gobbled up the opportuni- 
ties and openings for advancement of young 
men; that with the passing of the small 
concern the avenue to future security and 
success was closed to the individual who 
had only his pluck and brains without cap- 
ital as an equipment. 

He said one of the principals of a school 
had said. that winter before last 8 of his 
scholars had to stay at home during the 
cold weather because they were not prop- 
erly clad, and that others in the school 
were really hungry. 

As a remedy he proposed governmental 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs and nat- 
ural monopolies, and municipal ownership 
of public utilities in cities, such as street 
railways, gas and electric light plants, tel- 
eaphones, waterworks, etc. Many of these 
things had been tried in European cities 
with eat success. He said some people 
feared this proposed remedy savored of 
paternalism. But why should the people 
fear the State, which is the people? We 
have no kings. The people are the State 
and the State the people. We would rather 
be escaping from an existing paternalism, 
which is nauseatin to the American 
spirit, and that is the endowment of uni- 
versities, colleges and libraries by rich 
monopolists, who by their trust methods 
first fleeced the people and then, to ease 
their conscience, gave to the people in a 
paternal way that which they had robbed 
them of. Why could not the State, why 
could not the people, do this? Why do we 
have to have some of us fleece us first that 
we may get these paternal benefits after- 
wards? 

He said the pane ownership of all mon- 
opolies would then give an equality of op- 
portunity to each citizen. He also said that 
intemperance was greatly augmented by 
the profits in the liquor traffic, and that 
if the Government had a monopoly of the 
liquor traffic and took out the element of 
profit there would be no inducement for 
anybody to propagate the evil.
